On the Indian reserve wheat goes from 20 to 
35 and oats 50 to 70 bushels to the acre, and 
in Clearwater settlement the average yield 
is about the same. At Conjuring Creek 
settlement west of Leduc he fourd several 
settlers from Kansas, who came in two 
years go, and who are well satisfied with 
the country, their creps, and prospects. 
Some of them came here in 1894 with two 
or three horses, a wagon and a cow or two. 
They sow havecomfortable houses and stables 
built, good crops stored for the winter, fine 
gardens, several cows,and considerable land 
under cultivation,“and they express them- 
selves contented with their prospects, 
especially so because there have been no 
crops to speak of in Kansas since they left 
that state. The only complaint these Con- 
juring Creek settlers make is that they have 
to travel 15 or 16 miles to get to their neav- 
est market at Leduc, whereas if a goorl 
main road about four or five long were made 
over a bad place to meet their present trail, 
the journey would be reduced to seven or 
eight miles for them, instead of 15 or more 
as at present,

Tie following are the main provisions 
of the bill which Mr. Oliver has_pilot- 
ed through the railway committe of the 
House of Commons. | — 

Whereas a petition has been pre- 
senie:l praying for the incorporation of 
a company to construct and operate a 
railway as hereinafter set forth, and it 


- is expedient to grant the prayer of the 


said petition: Therefore Her Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate and House of Commons of 
Canada, declares and enacts as follows : 

1. Admiral Albert Hastings Mark- 
ham. Captain Eijmund Bourke, R. N., 
Col. Josiah Harris and John Weston, 
all of London, England, James Reid 
Stewart and James Reid, both of Glas- 
gow, Scotland, G. H. Massey, of Mon- 
treal, John Ross, of Niagara Falls, 
Wesley Fletcher, of Calgary, and 
Simon J. Dawson, of Port Arthur, to- 


gether with such persons as become- 


shareholders in the company hereby in- 
corporated, are hereby constituted a 
body corporate under the name of “The 
If{udson’s Bay and Pacific Railway 
Company,” herinafter called ‘the 
Company.” 

2. The undertaking of the company 
is hereby declared to be a work for the 
general advantage of Canada. 

3. The head oifice of the company 
shail be in the city of Ottawa, or-in 
such other place in” Canada as the 
directors from time to time determine 
by by law. 

4, The company may lay out, con- 
struct and operate by electricity or 
steam power, or both, a railway; of the 
gauge of four feet eight and one-half 
inches, from a point at or near Port 
Churchill on Hudso:.’s Bay, through the 
territory north of the Churchill River 
to deep water at or near Fond du Lac, 
on Lake Athabasca. and from Port 
Churchill aforesaid, on Hudson’s Bay 
througb the territory north of the Nelson 
River, toa pcint at or near the north- 
west end of Lake Winnipeg; thence 
through the territory of Saskatchewan 
to Prince Albert in said territory,thence 
continuing through the said territory 
and the territory of Alberta by the 
most practical route to Calgary in the 
last mentioned territory, and may also 
lay out, construct and opezate a branch 
line from a point on the said railway 
near Manitou Lake iu the territory of 
Saskatchewan to Edmonton in the terri- 
tory of Alberta. 


5. The company may construct, pur- 
chase or otherwise acquire, charter, con- 
trol,navigate and keep in repair steamers 
and other vessels to ply between ports 
on its line of railway, and between such 
ports and ports outside of Canada, and 
carry and convey passengers and freight, 
and carry on a general transportation 
service in connection with the said rail- 
way and may sell or otherwise dispose 
of such vessels, and may for such pur- 
poses construct, acquire by agreement. 
take on lease or hire, or contract for the 
use of “elevators, warehouses, wharfs, 
quays and docks. 

6. The company may acquire and 
utilize water and steam power for the 
purpose of generating electricity for 
lighting and motor purposes, in connec- 
tion with its railway or its bridges, 


docks, wharfs, elevators and ware- 
houses. 
7. The company may construct, 


equip, work and maintain a telegraph 
whole line and telephone lines along the 
length of its railways and branches, 
and may establish offices for the trans 
mission of messages forthe public, and 
collect tolls for so doing; and fur the 
purposes of erecting and working, such 
telegraph lines, the company may enter 
into a contract withany other company 
or may lease the lines of such company 
or any portion thereof. 


8. With the consent of the munip- 
al,council or other authority having 
jurisdiction over the roads and streets 
of any city, town, municipality or dis- 
trict, the company may, by it servants, 
agents or workmen, enter upon any 
public road, highway, street, bridge, 
watercouse, navigable, or non-navigable 
water or other such places, in any city, 
incorporated town, village, county, 
municipality, district, or other place, 
for the purpose of constructing, erect- 
ing, equipping, working and maintain- 
ing its lines of telegraph and telephone, 
and lines for the conveyance of electric 
power upon, aleng, across, over and 
under the same ; and may erect, equip 
and maintain such and so many poles 
or other works and devices. as the com- 
pany deems necessary for making, com- 
pleting and supporting, using, working 


munication by telegraph and telephone 


and for supplying power; and may 


stretch wires and other electrical con- 
trivances thereon ; and as often as the 


company, its agents, officers or work- 
men think proper, may break up and 
6pen any part whatsoever of the said 


public roads, highways, streeia, bridges, 
watercourses, navigable and non-navi- 
gable waters and other like places, subd- 
ject, however, to the following provi- 
sions. : : 

There are nine subsections to section 
eight detailing and limiting the rights 
given in the section. 

9. The company may enter into 
arrangements with any other telegraph 
or teleplone company for the exchange 
and transmission of messages, or for the 
working in whole or in part of the lines 
ef the company. ; 

10. The persons mentioned by name 
in the first section of this Act are here- 
ky constituted provisional directors of 
the company. 

li. The capital stock of the com- 
pany shall be eight millions of dollars 
and may be called up by the directors 
from time to time as they deem neces- 
sary, but naone call shall exceed ten 
per cent on the shares subscribed. 


12, The annual general meeting of 
the shareholders shall be held on the 
third Wednesday in September in each 
year. 

13. At such meetings the subscribers 
for the capital stock assembled, who 
have paid all calls due on their shares 
shall choose nine persons to be directors 
of the company, one or more of whom 
may be paid directors of the company. 

14. The company may issue bonds, 
debentures and other securities to the 
extent of twenty thousand dollars per 
mile oi the railway and branches, and 
such bonds, debentures or other secur- 
ities may be issved only in proportion 
to the length of railway constructed or 
under contract to be constructed. 


THE FARMERS INTERESTS. 


An Ottawa dispatch to the Winnipeg 
Tribune of Sept. 22, says :—Members 
of the house who are interested in press- 
ing upon the government the necessity 
of looking after the interests of the 
farmers met this morning to hear a re- 
port of the sub-committee appointed 
to prepare a memorial for the govern- 
ment on the question. 


Mr. Dalton McCarthy, who wrote 
the report, presented it to the members 
and it was approved. The report was 
exhaustive. 

First, the position taken was that 
cheap implements was a necessity, and 
the duty must be removed. Hitherto 
farmers had been imposed upon by the 
policy of the late government and this 
policy must be reversed. Farmers, who 
form the major portion of the popula- 
tion, must not be asked to bear more 
than their proportion of the taxation. 
The report condemned the protective 
tariff vigorously and said it.had caused 
tenfold more injury than benefit to the 
country. 

The report then sets out the remedy 
that should be applied and unless it is 
applied the outlook is most gloomy for 
agriculturists, 

Firstly, the British market should 
be secured, if possible, and the best 
way would be by establishing a system 
of cold storage allover the Dominion 
as well as rapid transit in refrigerator 
cars and steamers. 


Secondly, the government must “ de- 


,Vise some means to reduce freight rates 


as the present exorbitant rates absorb 
all the profit.” 

The report suggests the appointment 
of a commission with similar power to 
the interstate commerce commission. 

McCarthy tninks personally that a 
new arrangement ahould be made with 
the C. P_ R., whereby the government 
should secure the control of rates. 

The report advocates the estalish- 
ment of more creameries for the west, 
a:sisted by the government. It also 
suggests an improvement in the quar- 
antine regulations whereby steck can 
be imported without delay and upon 
furnishing a certificate of health. 

The report recommends that gov- 
ernment assistance should be given 
in the form of guarantee upon certain 
conditions being fulfilled, and not the 
farmers interests are protected. 


COLD STORAGE. 


On Sept. 16, in the House of Com- 
mons a vote was asked of $20,000 “to 
enable the dairy commissioner to pro- 
mote the dairying interests of Canada 
by making provision for the placing of 
fresh made creamery butter and cheese 
on the British markets in regular ship- 
ments without deterioration in quality 
and for securing recognition of quality 
there,” 

{n reply to a request for information 
the minister of agriculture said that this 
was what was known as the cold _ stor- 
age system.

first considerations of the government 
to to try and establish a chain system of 
cold storage which would stretch from 
the Canadian producer to the English 
consumer, and they trusted before an- 
other season to accomplish their aim; 
and thus enable our perishable products 
to reach the English market without suf- 
fering deterioration in the voyage. The 
shipments of butter to date in cold 
storage chambers of steamships were 
twice as great as last year. The vote 
was for cold storage on ships and a 
portion of it would be paid out if 
necessary to bring about a system of 
cold storage throughout the country on 
certain lines of railroad, so as to convey 
perishable food products to the ports of 
shipment. The arrangements may re- 
quire a considerable payment from the 
government. The nature of the arrange- 
ment is, that if full advantage is taken 
of it, and the railroads get a full charge 
for the cars they are obliged to run, 
there would be very little for the gov- 
ernment to make up. It was ex- 
pected that $1,500 or so would be spent 
this season by the government. If the 
full capacity of the cars were occupied 
there ought to be no payment by the 
goverment. The reason the govern- 
ment had to supplement, was that they 
required cars to be sent and frequently 
those cars were not full, but for the 
purpose of helping people along the line 
of railway it was necessary. that cars 
should be run. When the trade was 
sufficient to fill the cars he did not think 
there would be any expense on the 
part of the government. 
i Fie a ESS 

Mr. Frank Oliver has an important 
motion on the order paper, which -will 
interest the people of the west. There 
is a clause in the C. P. R. charter 
which says the company shall be ex- 
empted from paying taxes on lands for 
twenty years from the issue of a patent 
for the same by the crown. Municipal 
authorities of the west have been 
felicitating themselves with the hope 
that in a few years the exemption 
would expire and the municipal ex- 
chequer be replenished with C. P. R. 
taxes. This is a vain hope, because the 
late government stood in with the com- 
pany to defraud the public of their just 
right under the spirit of the charter, 
the result being that although the com- 
pany took good care to select all the 
best lands, the crown did not issue a 
patent, except for lands sold to settlers 
by the company, and then not until the 
land was fully paid for by the settlers. 
Therefore, the company, not having 
taken out a patent for lands, no portion 
of the exemption has expired, and it 


will not be possible to collect a single 


cent of taxes fromthe company for 
all time to come unless the government 
compels the company to live up to the 
spirit of the charter. Oliver's resolu- 
tion calls upon the government to issue 
patents at one, so that the exemptions 
may expire before the crack of doom.— 
Tribune. 


_ The railway and canals committee held a 
lively sitting over the application of the 
Mathers Bridge gompany for a charter to 
erect another bridge over Niagara river be- 
tween Fort Erie and Buffalo, a mile above 
the present Suspension bridge with powers 
to generate electricity on the Canadian side. 
The bill was reported with a few amead- 
ments. The bridge cannot be built until 
similar powers are granted by the United 
States congress. The estimated cost is two 
and a half million doliars. The time to 
commence work is limited from ter to five 
years, ,

A dispatch to the Free Press says: Mr. 
Joseph Martin and his supporters, Messrs. 
W. D. Bole, Frank 5. Nugeré and W. W. 
Watson who arrived here from Winnipeg 
this morning, were granted an interview 
with the premier, at which Mr. Martin’s 
claims to the vacant portfolio of the interior 
were vigorously advocated. The result ap- 
pears to have been far from satisfactory to 
Mr. Martin and his loyal triends fer one of 
them informed your correspondent this 
afternoon that their mission had been fruit- 
less. ‘‘ Our visit has been useless,” said he. 
‘Tt is all settled—Sifton will be minister 
of the interior.” 


Toronto, Sept. 18.—The following cir- 
cular is said to have been sent by Can- 
adian banks to customer with the request to 
‘sign and return it to the banks. ‘“ Ip con- 
sideration of the bank discounting or 
negotiating such promisory notes or bills of 
exchange. or checks payable in the United 
States es may be satisfactory to the said 
bank, we hereby guarantee due payment of 
the said promisory notes, bills of exchange 
or cheques (at maturity) in gold coin or its 
equivalent, and are to hold bank indemnifi- 
ed against any loss or damage that may 
arise through the payment of the same being 
made or tendered in silver, or any other 
depreciated currency.” 


The Times expresses the belief that Rus- 
sia and Japan have agreed to a joint protec- 
tor ate in Corea, Russia virtually taking the 
position there that China held before the 
war. The King of Corea will quit the Rus- 
sian legation, where he has been since the 
assassination of the Pro-Japanese ministers, 
and will return in triumph to the palace. 
This arrangement, the Times asserts, will be 
carried out simultaneously with the Japan- 
ese evacuation of Corsa. The Times, edi- 
torially, regards the foregoing arrangement 
as a great diplomatic victory for Russia, 
‘‘Who.” says the Times, ‘‘thereby obtains a 
virtual ascendancy in Corean affairs leaving 
Japan only a nominal share in the control 
with the bare satisfaction of saving appear- 
ance and of gaining time for a final solution 
in the future. Japan has missed one of the 
main objects of her ambition by impatience 
and by an incapacity to deal with the 
situation.” 


Free Press: Further particulars have 
been learned regarding the death of R. J. 
W. Thomas, grandson of R. Campbell, of 
Hamilton, in the Yukon country last March. 
The news was transmitted by Rev. C. O. 
Stringer, Anglican missionary. Mr. Strin- 
ger had met the young man last winter and 
had a letter of introducticn to his father in 
Guelph. Thomas had told him that he in. 
tended going to the gold fields in Alaska as 
soon as his time expired on the whaling 
vessel, and his father sent. a message back 
by Mr. Stringer asking kim to give up the 
idea and come home. On his way back Mr. 
Stringer received the news that ‘Thomas 
had been murdered. According to the re- 
port. Thomas, with ten «ompanions, was 
200 miles inland on their way from the 
Arctic sea to the Yukon gold fields. They 
were in British territory when one night 
they were attacked by a party of Indians, 
who fired two volleys into their camp. 
Thamas was struck by the first volley and 
had both legs broken. Several bullets from 
the second volley went through his body 
and mortally wounded him. His body was 
carried on a sled to Fort; Macpherson. So 
far as heard the Indians had not been 
arrested. 


A London despa tch of Sept. 20th, to the 
Free Press states: So far from the lLrish 
question having subsided, it will ere lon 
become acute through the revival of the ol 
physibal force methods. The recrudescence 
of Fenianism in the towns and of a new 
kind of Ribboniem in the country is so acut€ 
and wide spread as to have evoked the alarm 
of the authorities of Dublin castle and the 
anxiety of the Catholic clergy. Ata recent 
conference of the clergy at Armagh, a pri- 
vate appeal was mane to Cardinal Logue to 
issue a pastoral against these secret societies 
and his eminence is understood to have his 
pronouncement now under consideration. 
The causes of the regrowth of Fenianism 
are not obscure, Agitation for home rule 
through parliamentary action is everywhere 
recognized as a failure. Neither Dillon, 


-Healy, nor Redmond, nor any grouping of 


party politicians in convention can longer 
get credit from young Ireland as effective 
agents of Irish independence. The party in 
parhament needs the help of old forms of 
agitation, which will keep the English mind 
alive to the truth that the Irish question 
has not subsided. The arrest of Tynan and 
his fellow-conspirators is already taken as 
proof in certain quarters that the physical 
force party has finally determined to renew 
the outrages that some time ago almost 
caused consternation among the British 
officials. The Speaker says that Tynan was 
always known as a boasting coward, and 
that he now stands revealed as a garrulous 
sot, whose muddled brain could not conceive 
a plot of any kind. The Irish Nationalist 
papers seout the notion that the alleged 
conspiracy hasany connection witha re- 
surgence of secret societies in Ireland,
